Gov. Beckham vesterday:

“Frankfort, Ky., April 9,—Procla-
Commonwealth
‘of Kentucky, Executive departraent:
Whereas, numerous complainis have
been made to me of the wanton de-
struction of property in Western
Kentucky, to-wit: Beds of tobacco
plants and warehouses wherein to-
bacco has been stored for keeping
and for sale; and, whereas, the band-
ing together of persons for the pur-
pose of destroying such property or
to intimidate persons in charge of
same, is denounced as a felony by
our statutes, and is a menace to the
peace and good order of the Com-
monwealth,

*‘Now know ye that by virtue of
the authority vested in me by law I
do hereby offer a reward of $500 for
the apprehension and. conviction of
every person who participatesin the
burning or injury of any barn or
warehouse wherein is stored any
tobaceco, or who participates in the
destruction of any bed of tobacco
plants; such reward to be paid upon
allowance of the circuit court hav-
ing such jurisdiction.

“In testimony whereof I have
hereunto set my hand and caused
the great seal of the Commonwealth
to be hereunto affixed. Done at
Frankfort this 8th day of April, 1907,
and in the 115th year of the Com-
monwealth,

The reward offered by the Gov-
ernor is under the so-called “‘tollgate
raiders’’ law of 1897, and is covered
by section 1241 A, of the Kentucky
Statutes, which provides that any
two or more persons banding to-
gether to injure property shall be
guilty of a felony, and upon convie-
tien shall be confined in the peniten-
tiary not less than one nor more than
five years.

This law making such a conspiracy
a felony thus gives the Governor
power to offer the reward of $500
for information leading to the arrest
and conviction of any guilty person.

The law also allows the employ-
ment of two detectives to aid in the
work of securing information,

though it provides that not more
than $3,000 per year shall be spent
for this purpose.

| The proclamation of the Governor
follows the recent investigations of
Fire'Marshal Mott Ayres into the
destruction of the tobacco beds in
the dark tobacco region of the state
and the returning of indietments at
Princeton by the grand jury in con-
nection with the burning of the to-
baceo warehouses.
